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WAR IN A LAUNDRY. 


Celestial Washee-Washees go Out 
on a Strike. 


A Hot-Tempered Chinaman Discharged for 
Misconduct — Indignation of His Com- 
rades, Who Strike Work—Foreman Cum- 
mings’ Narrow Escape—Chinese Labor 
Auything but Cheap. 


By Telecrawh to the Post-Dispatch. 
New Yors. December 18.—It is not impossible 
that, so far as Casebolt’s laundry at Belleville, N. 


‘| J., is concerned, the Chinese must go. The China- 


men were introduced into the laundry more than 
twelve years ago by Capt. Hervey, as an experi- 
ment, It proved a costly experiment for him, and 
since Mr. Casebolt has owned the laundry he has 
had much trouble with the Celestials. At one time 
anumber of them attended Sunday-school in the 
village, and professed a desire to be converted, but 
the good ladies who interested themselves ip the 
school found that the experiment of Chfistianizing 
them was a sad failure. John would play his 
peculiar tricks, worship his joss in his quarters and 
gamble and smoke opiumon Sunday as well as on 
week days. Mr. Casebolt lost their services for 
several days, every year, during the celebration of 
the Chinese New Year, and itannoyed him, be- 
cause the laundry is busy at that time. They went 
out on 
STRIKES FOR MORE WAGES 

several times. but he always settied these affairs 
easily. Hedid not fear them, but citizens have 
feared that the sixty Chinamen might some time at- 
tack the 135 white employes, the greater number of 
whom are women and girls. On Monday last the 
Chinamen ra ‘sed quite a row in the laundry, owing 
to the difficulty of pronouncing their names. They 
are known only by pumbers to the proprietor and 
the white employes. “No. 8” is a very smal) but 
wiry nfan, whose yellow face is  beauti- 
fied by a plentiful sprinkling of freckles. The 
peculiar way in which his almond eyes slant 
in opposite directions has gained for him the nick- 
names of “‘Googi” and **Polkadot,” the latter re- 
ferring to bis freckles. Heixalso very excitable, 
and it was that that caused thetrouble on Tuesday 
last which may result in the expulsion of himself 
and companions. Because the iron he was using on 
a shirt-bosom did not bring out the gloss to his sat- 
isfaction, he seized the shirt and rumpled the 
bosom. This was an infringement of the rule 
which George Cummings, jr.. the foreman, 
who was looking on, could not overlook. 
He discharged “No. 8,” who instantly turned to 
his comrades and told them what had occurred. 
The sixty Chinamen 

FLUNG DOWN THEIR SMOOTHING IRONS, 
and refused to work until their comrade was rein- 
stated. Mr. Casebolt sustained the action of bis 
foreman, whereupon the strikers left the room in 
which they alone are employed, and went to their 
quarters, a brick building separate from all the 
other buildings. They held a meeting in which there 
was much jabbering in pure but excitable Chinese, 
after which they seized sauce pans and other 
utensils and ran to the laundry building. 
Foreman Cummings, who was evidentiy the ob 
ject of their wrath, saw the sortie. He ran through 
the yard of the Jersey City Water Works and e@ 
caped. 
Tvere was no further disturbance. Yester- 
day all the employes, except the Chinamen were at 
work, and the latter keptinthe large building io 
which they eat, drink and smoke opium. 

Mr. Casebolt said the strike would in no 
way affect his business, but he has almost 
decided to let the Chinese go and fill _ their 
places with white people. He added that 
it is not true that Chinese labor is cheap labor, for 
they want good wages. “Itis true they make good 
workmen,” Mr. Caseboit said, ‘but they 

COST MORE THAN WHITE LABOR, 

and make more trouvle. You must employ an in- 
terpreter. Ifa native he generally sides with his 
people, and, therefore, it is hard to handle them. I 
will not say now what I will do about taking them 
back, But I will) pay_ them off and not burry 
them out-of their quarters They want 
me to te them back. They will make 
no. ictroublie with any body here. About 
forty of the white employes are lodged and boarded 
in one of the laundry buildings, but the Ch inamen 
are by themselves in a three-story brick house. Ia 
one roomn they had a modern jossafew years ago, 
but it was stolen. Now they have a joss of painted 
paper, and yet their comrades in Paterson, New 
York and other cities goto Belleville to celebrate 
their New Year and ask joss for favors. They make 
offerings in the little room where the painted ob 
ject is, and at these times the room is lghted 
with many burning tapers, and from pink bunches 
of fire crackers, which are exploded in the haliways 
and in the sleeping rooms. The men play on instru- 
mentg and smoke cigars. White ladies ang gentle 
men visit the Chinese quarterson these occasions, 
and are treated to wine, cake, fruit, confectionery 
and chickens. The beds in the sleeping rooms are 
clean and the sheets white. The sim oking den is on 
the top story.

New York, December 18.—The Tribune this morn- 
ing publishes the Nicaraguan treaty with President 
Arthur's message to the Senate in regard to it.

next. The President was credited with having said 
that if Mr. Reynolds could have held the office 
forthe full term.»he would have’ given it to 
him. A Post. DispatTcH reporter called 
on Mr. Drummond, the Assistant District Attorney, 
and asked him what he thought of these state- 
ments. Mr. Drummond's repiy was to laugh at 
them. “Jt seems to me,” said be. “that any one who 
will read the dispatch will see that it can not be the 
truth from its own interna! evidences. You, see the 
President is said to have excused himse'f for not 
appointing Mr. Reynolds. on the ground that he 
would not be able to serve out the full term.

THE NICARAGUA CANAL. 


John Bull is distressed about our Nicaragua 
treaty. He prefers that the French shall com- 
plete the Panama canal, as they did the Suez 
canal, to be quietly gobbled. up by him. He 
knows what is implied in the sole ownership of 
an inter-oceanic canal. It did not take him 
long to show that his purchase of the Suez 
canal stock meant the acquisition of Egypt. 
He expected to play the same game with refer- 
ence to the Panama canal,.and to use if also as 
the basis of an assumed guardianship of the 
neighboring nationalities and territories. A 
Nicaragua canal, made and owned by the 
United States, would spoil any such scheme, 
and therefore he is grieving over our disregard 
of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty. 


Thay treaty was the work of a Whig Admin- 


istration, and Was denounced at the time as a 
‘surrender of the Monroe doctrine, a prac- 
tical abandonment of a traditional policy. But 
this proposed Nicaragua acquisition is such an 
aggressive ré-assertion of the policy in spite of 
the treaty, that the consummation of ‘the 
project may be far more costly than its advo- 
cates seem to anticipate. Not only heavy ex- 
penditures for the canal itself, but for a pow- 
erful navy, for port defenses at both ends of 
the line and for forts and garrisons along the 
line, may be found necessary, to say nothing 
of the ultimate necessity of having to acquire 
and annex all of Central America. 

To obtain right of way and eminent domain 
over a strip six miles wide from ocean to ocean, 
with a good harbor at each end, by merely 
guaranteeing the interest on $50,000,000 of the 
bonds of the company that is to 
complete and maintain the ship canal 
for a half-interest in the tolls, has all 
the appearance of a good bargain for us, and it 
seems to be expected that we are to go intoa 
patriotic rage over foreign opposition to the 
project, and put it through regardless of cost, 
risk or consequences, 


Perhaps it may be well to dp so. But after 


our experience in Pacific Railroad building it 
is safe to assume that there is an immense 
amount of jobbery in it, and that the Govern- 
ment will be bled and swindled from the word 
go. No doubt all the town lots and all the lands 
in the strip have already been conditionally 
pre-empted by companies that are prepared to 
let statesmen of influence come in and “stand

A BRIGHT FUTURE. 


The Outlook Better Here Than in the 
East.

Governet E. O. Stanard Interviewed in New 
York—Western Prospects—The Farmers 
in Good Condition, but Kconomizing—The 
Price of Wheat Low, but the Quantity 
Greater—Live Stock Commanding Excel- 
lent Prices—The Condition of the South 
Prosperous, 


By Telegrawh to the Post-Disratcr 
New York, December 18 —Ex-Lieut.-Gov. Stan- 
ard of St. Louis, was at tbe Fifth Avenue Hotel 
yesterday. When your ‘correspondent questioned 
him as to the business outlook in the West, he ‘Said 
it was much better than in the East. “I have just 
come from 8t. Louis,” said he, “and I can tell you 
that there is not nearly so much croaking out there 
as there is here. I think we will see better times 
in twoor three months. The farmers are in good 
condition. The failures are mainly among manu- 
facturers. The farmers are not buying much, it is 
true, but they are not in debt as much as they 
were seven or eight years ago. They are 
SIMPLY ECONOMIZING. ’ 
They are using up their ol® plows, their old 


wagons, their oid farm utensils and ma- 
chinery of every kin. They are 
wearing out their old clothes and 


living on what they had already accumulated. 
After a while, they wiil-have exhausted all the old 
things, and then they will heveto buy pew ones. 
Then you will see the times improve.” 

“But. Governor, are not the prices of farm prod- 
ucts so low that the re is no profit inthe raising of 
them?” 

“I think not. True, wheat is vtéry low—lower 
than it bas been for thirty years—but there is more 
of it than ever before. Corn is low, but the hogs 
and cattle that corn produce are commanding good 
prices You have t© pay as much for beef as 
ever, andall kinds of live’ stock bring excellent 
prices. Asilong as farmers can sell their hogs, cat- 
tle, horses chickens, eggs, butter and such products 
for the prices they now obtain, they are not guing 
to suffer.” 

OVER PRODUCTION. 
“What is the trouble with the country?” 


“Over production. Thatis exactly it. We make 
too much for the market we have. We bave got to 
produce less or hare a better market. Secretary 


McCulloch stated the case properly, when he said 
the manufactories of the country could produce as 
much in six months as could 
be consumed in tweive. We have 
to depend on bome markets exclusively for the sale 
of our manufactured articles. Its arule that you 
can’texport what is manufactured under a pro- 
tective system. We can't compete in foreign mar- 
kets with England, France and Germany, for they 
manufacture at less cost than we do.” 

“Tiow, then, is the evil to be remedied *”’ 

“Ah, that is the question. That is just what we 
are all trying to find out. That is the greatest 
problem we have to solve in this country. Itis now 
before us and we have to meet it. We are threat- 
ened with a danger arising out of our own prosper- 
ity.” . 

THE TREATIES. 

“What do you think of the treaties; will they help 
us?” 

“Iam inclined to think they will. Anything will 
help us that will give us increased markets. The 
countries of Cuba, Porto Rico, and Central Amer- 
ica would naturally like to trade with us. Reci- 
procity treaties with those countries would enable 
vs to sell them some of onr surplus manufactured 


products. Some injury might come to the cigar 
and sugar industries from the ratification of 
the Spanish treaty, but I don’t think they 


would be fataliy injured. andlam sure the coun- 
try generally wouid be benefited.” 

“Governor, you have excensive dealings with the 
South. What do you think of the present outiook 
in that section of the country?” 

“I do a large business in the South and am inti- 
mately connected with others who also have a large 
trade there. I can confidently say that I think the 
South is in better condition to-day than at any time 
since the war. Payments are good down there, 


and they are buying more than at any 
previous time. I think the South is enter- 
ing upon a new era, and it will 


soon be rid of that penalty which was inevitable be- 
cause of the missteps its people made twenty-five 
years age. I think we shail hear but little more of 
the ‘solid South.’ 

“Party lines will be readjusted down there. The 
race probletwo will finally solve itself. The hatred 
of the past will be forgogten in the prosperity of the 
future. There is a place forthe colored man and 
the white man in the South. They will

naturally and harmoniously. I think this will be 
the result under President Cleveland, and 1 think it 
woulkl @ave been the same under Mr. Biaine, if he 
bad been elected. The whole country wants to be 
rid of the hatreds and prejudices of the war. Let 
us have peace. Not oniy will the South prosper, 
but the North and the East and the West. We have 
net begun to see our greatness yet.”

Serious Allegations Against the Leading 
Physician of New York City—An Alleged 
False Sworn Statement About His Gradua- 
tion—The Unsuccessful Search Among the 
Records in Paris—The Trial This Evening 
_.Dr. Barker Takes Matters Easy. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. . 

New Yors, December 18.--The meeting of the 
New York Academy of Medicine to-night promises 
to be one of the most eventful inits history. The 
frst order of business will be the reception of the 
report of the committee on ethics. This will con® 
tain, among other things, it is said, the presentation 
of serious charges against Dr. Fordvce Barker, the 
famous physician, and the president of the Acade- 
my. The most damaging of these, if it is proved, is 
that of perjury. In brief, the specification is this: 
When the law of 1880 in regard to medical registra- 
tion of physicians was passed, each physician who 
desired to practice in New York was 
compelled to visit the office of the County Clerk and 
recis-er his name and the diploma, by virtue 
of which he has obtained the privilege of practising 
medicine. The six members of the Academy, 
whose names are appended to the accusation against 
Dr. Barker hold an affidavit, sworn to by this 
gentleman, claiming that he is a graduate of the 
School of Medicine at Paris, having received his 
dip'oma from that institution in 1841, Thesecretary 
of this school was communicated with some months 
ago. ary 

AN OFFICIAL SEARCH 
was made through the list of graduates. The re- 
port of the first search extending from 1840 to 18, 
inclusive, Shows no trace of the issue of a diploma 
to Dr. Barker. A second search from the year 
134) to ISTO likewise reveals no evidence that Dr. 
Rarker graduated atany time during that period. 
The sec*etary added that it was not possible that a 
‘foreigner Should have received a diploma entitling 
him tothe degree of doctor of medicine, unless his 
pame, the Subject of his thesis, and the date of 
graduation appeared in the archives of 
paris. The most thorough search had failed 
to discover the record of the name of Dr. 
Barker, the subject of his thesis or the date of his 
graduation, Dr. Barker having sworn to a state-

Dr. Barker, in my 
mind, is eminently fitted for the position he holds. 
He has held a high position in the: profession. He 
‘$a graduate of the medical school. There is no 
question asto that. He has now been practicing 
here for about thirty years, and prior to that time 
practiced for several years abroad.” Dr. Bozeman 
added that he bad no doubt that the whole matter 
would be settled by the Academy to-night.
